
INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT 
MONDAY SEPTEMBER 20, 2004 – 0530 MDT 

NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2 
 
 
 

CURRENT SITUATION:  
 
Initial attack activity was light nationally, with 61 new fires reported.  Four new large fires were 
reported, three in the Rocky Mountain Area and one in the Western Great Basin Area.  One large 
fire was contained in the Rocky Mountain Area.  Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in 
Arizona, California, Idaho, Nebraska, Nevada, South Dakota and Utah. 
 
A Presidential Disaster Declaration was issued on 9/4 for Hurricane Frances in Florida and 
another was issued on 9/16 for Hurricane Ivan in Alabama, Florida, Louisiana and Mississippi.  An 
Area Command Team (Mann) is assigned to the Florida Disaster Field Office, Orlando, FL and will 
transition with Ribar’s Area Command Team today.  An Area Command Team (Williams-Rhodes) 
is assigned to the Federal Emergency Management Agency Regional Operations Center, Atlanta, 
GA.  Numerous resources have been mobilized as part of the relief effort, including aviation 
assets, mobile caterers and showers, national buying teams, Type 1 crews and miscellaneous 
overhead personnel.   
 
 

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS: 
 

HURRICANE FRANCES / IVAN RESPONSE, Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA).    
A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Bennett) is managing a base camp in Pensacola, FL.  A 
Type 1 incident Management Team (Sexton) is managing a staging area at Maxwell Air Force 
Base, Montgomery, AL.  A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Ferguson) is assigned to Eglin Air 
Force Base, Pensacola, FL and is supporting the receiving and distribution of supplies, and 
managing a base camp.  A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Anderson) has been assigned to 
Milton, Fl and is supporting the receiving and distribution of supplies, and managing a base camp.  
A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Wilcock) is assigned to the Alabama State Emergency 
Operations Center in Clanton, AL.  A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Lohrey) is supporting 
the receiving and distribution of supplies in Baldwin County, AL.  A Florida State Type 2 Incident 
Management Team (Koehler) is assigned in Lakeland, FL and is implementing a supply receiving, 
distribution, inventory and tracking system.  A North Carolina State Type 2 Incident Management 
Team (Houseman) is assigned to the Jacksonville Naval Air Station, Jacksonville, FL and is 
supporting the receiving and distribution of supplies.   
 
 

ROCKY MOUNTAIN AREA LARGE FIRES: 
 

BUNNY, Crook County.  This fire is located three miles north of Aladdin, WY in timber and grass.  
Active burning was observed in heavy fuels and duff.  No further information was received. 
 
BIG WIND, Bureau of Indian Affairs, Wind River Agency.  This fire is one-half mile south of 
Riverton, WY in cottonwood trees, grass and brush.  Minimal fire activity was reported.

TRANSFER OF COMMAND 

Risks to fireline personnel increase significantly during transfer of command periods regardless of 
the size or complexity of the incident.  There is a high potential for fatalities, serious injuries or 
incidents with potential during transfer of command periods (some have occurred in the past). Be 
proactive in mitigating the risks by proper implementation of LCES—Lookout, Communications, 
Escape Routes, and Safety Zones. 

Factors for increased risks to fireline personnel during transition periods include: 

• No, or poor, briefing of incoming personnel.  
• Lack of fire weather and behavior information, both forecast and observed.  
• Communications; face-to-face briefings may not be possible and radio frequencies may 

be overextended and/or changing due to the increased demands on the system.  
• Initial attack resources may not have checked-in and the Incident Commander may not 

be aware of the number, type, and location of all resources.  
• Location of safety zones and escape routes may not be known and communicated to all 

resources. 

 

Mitigation actions to take: 

• Lookouts: Post and maintain your own lookouts.  
• Communications: Maintain existing communications with your own and adjacent 

resources, as well as your original supervisor, while you are developing communications 
with incoming adjacent resources and your new supervisor.  

• Escape routes and safety zones: Identify escape routes and assure incoming resources 
are aware of their locations; be aware that your original escape routes and safety zones 
may no longer be accessible due to changing fire behavior or your increased distance 
from them.
